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Bond consultants to be present 
Stadium-finance plans 
to get final 'no' tonight 


The aborted plan for financing the 


$33 million Chicago Bears football sta- 
dium at Arlington Park Race Track 
will be presented to the Arlington 
Heights Village Board tonight. 
, . 


After hearing from its two profes- 


sional bond consultants, the board is 
expected to formally vote down the 
plan and end, at least for now, the 
issue of public financing for the sta- 
dium. 


The plan, worked out by John Nu- 


vccn and Smith, Barney, Chicago 
bond consultants, reportedly called 
for Arlington Heights to Issue $24 mil- 
lion In revenue bonds backed up by a 
pledge of all village revenue except 
local property taxes. 


A secondary bond issue of $9 million 


was to be backed by Madison Squnre 
Garden Corp., owner of Arlington 
Park, and the Bears. 


A PROPOSAL to underwrite the 


bulk of the $9 million Issue by selling 
bonds to Bears season ticket holders 
was never accepted by the Bears 
management and is believed to be one 
of the principal stumbling blocks In 


the financing negotiations. 


Although the plan wos never agreed 


to by the parties, it was reportedly 
the only feasible way the stadium 
could have been financed 'in today's 
bond market. ' - 


Last month, Village Pres. James T. 


Ryan announced that stadium financ- 
ing plans were being postponed in- 
definitely largely because of high in- 
terest rates on municipal bonds 
stemming from New York City's fi- 
nancial crisis. 


Also on tonight's, agenda is dis- 


cussion of the possibility of lowering 
the zoning on the Magnus Farm prop- 
erty, 801 E. Central Rd. 
. THE COOK COUNTY board cur- 
rently is considering a comprehensive 
plan for the county which includes 
new zoning maps for unincorporated 
land. 


Trustee Madeline Schroedcr has 


said there is a possibility the county 
would change the multi-family zoning 
classification now on the Magnus 
Farm to a category that would be • 
more compatible with the single-fami-

Susan walks with help from her friends 


Susan Lark vowed three months 


ago that she would walk again by 
October and last week she kept 


• that promise. 


Outfitted with an artifical left 


leg and crutches, the 11-year-old 
victim of bone marrow cancer 
swung herself slowly across the 
room. She listened quietly as her 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Dana Lark, 
formerly of Arlington. Heights, 
spoke of family tragedy and the 
overwhelming response of friends 
and strangers. 


"When something tragic hap- 


pens, you think you're by your- 
self. It's -surprising, the courage 
you get knowing people are be- 
hind you. You don't feel on your 
own," Mrs. Lark said. 


SUSAN'S LEFT LEG was am- 


putated just above' the knee in 
early July. Her family faced 
months of uncertainty and mental , 
anguish because of the disease 
and its possible consequences. 
They also faced a financial bur- 


den — Lark had just started a 
new job and the family had no 
hospitalization insurance. 


Three months later, the outlook 


Is much brighter. Doctors say now 
there is no sign of more cancer 
and Susan's chances for recovery 
are "very good," Mrs. Lark said. 


"The doctors tell us there is an 


80 per cent chance of a.cure with 
this treatment. They said three 
years ago, we would have had to 
just sit and pray and hope," she 
said. 


The Larks also are financially 


solvent — the $10,247 collected for 
Susan's medical expenses has 
covered the cost of her hospital- 
ization and treatment. Lark said 
there may • even be - a surplus 
which he plans to donate to North- 
west Community Hospital for can- 
cer research. 


THE LARKS have compiled a 


long list of donors — the Arlington 
Vista Homeowners Assn., the 


Holy Ghost Knights of Columbus, 
Palatine Masonic Lodge 314, Wil- 
liam Kimpel and the staffs at his 
two restaurants and British 
friends of the family. 


But Mrs. Lark said the support 


of strangers and anonymous do- 
nors was equally appreciated. 


"It's been everyday people who 


have come forward, even to Su- 
san. We were in a restaurant and 
some old lady — who could have 
used the money herself — insisted 
that Susan take $5," she said. 


Susan is still mastering the use 


of her new leg. She talks about 
research into bionic limbs which a 
therapist told her will be available 
in a few years, and "they won't 
cost $6 million." 


The Lark family left Saturday 


for their new home in Hamilton, 
Ontario, Canada, but they said 
they will not forget the people 
who helped them through a diffi- 
cult time. 


Town hall design plans studied

Design plans for the new Wheeling 


Township Hall are being finalized by 
township and architectural represen- 
tatives before construction begins this 
winter. 


The preliminary plans outline the 


general placement of township and so- 
cial service agency offices in a two- 
story, colonial-style building that will 
be constructed at 1620 N. Arlington 
Heights Rd. 
-' 


Most of the social service agencies 


that receive annual federal revenue- 
sharing funds from the township will 
be given rent-free office space in the 
new $680,000 town hall. 


The first floor of the building, which 


is ,7,384 square feet, will Include the 
township's,administrative offices for 
the supervisor, clerk, assessor and ac- 
countant. The township's committee 
on youth and the aged, and general 
' 
' 


assistance offices also will be located 
there. , 


A MULTI-PURPOSE room in the 


northwest corner bf>the first floor will 
provide meeting and recreation space 
for all community organizations, said 
Ethel Kolerus, township supervisor. 


The room will include kitchen facil- 


ities and moveabte partitions so that 
dUferent groups can use the room si- 
multaneously. There will be a min- 
imal fee to use the room on a reserva- 
tion basis, Mrs. Kolerus said, to cover 


, janitorial upkeep. 
' 


1 The second floor of the town hall 
will be occupied by Northwest Mental 
Health; Shelter Inc., Omnl-House:, 
Youth Services Bureau fat'Wheeling 
and the Salvation. Army Counseling 
Service. The town hall will serve.as • 
the mam headquarters for these or- 
ganizations, although some will con- 
' tinue to operate outpost centers in 


other parts of the township, Mrs. Ko- 
lerus said. 


Most of the social service agencies 


will have office, counseling and stor- 
age space available. 


The basement of the new facility 


will include storage space and an 
equipment room with copiers and off- 
set machines that will be used and 
.maintained by all of the agencies in 
' the townhall; she said. 


THE ENTRANCE to the town hall 


. will be on the east side of the build- 


ing, off of 'Arlington Heights Road, 
and parking for'a maximum 63 cars 
will be to the west ot the town hall. 
, Township officials and James Mil- 
ton Ray, an Arlington Heights archi- 
tect who has been contracted for the 
project, are working on details for the 
design and determining what mate- 
rials should be used in-construction, 
Mrs. Kolerus said. 


The Village of Arlington Heights has 


** 


rezoned the property and approved 
the building plans. The township must 
only apply to the village for a building 
permit to begin construction. 


"We feel that this is a way of doing 


something lasting with our revenue- 
sharing funds for the entire commu- 
nity whether the program continues 
or not," Mrs. Kolerus said. 
' 


•Mrs. Kolerus said maintenance ,of 
the new town hall and continued fi- 
nancial assistance to the social ser- 
vice agencies there will not create a 
financial burden on township resi- 
dents. 


A SLIGHT increase in the town- 


ship's . tax levy may eventually be 
, needed to help cover costs, she said. ' 


Each agency in the town hall will be 


billed for-the cost of utilities. The ex- 
terior grounds of the town hall will 
"probably be maintained" by the 
township highway department, she 
said. 
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Expert gives 'troubled' child hints 


Parents and teachers who must 


deal with hyperactive children and 
those with learning disabilities re- 
celved tome hints from a leading 
child psychiatrist at • day-long semi- 
nar at Prospect High School Satur- 
day. 
*• 


Featured at the seminar, sponsored 


by the Council on Learning Dis- 
abilities (COULD), was Dr.. Paul 
Wendor, professor of psychiatry and 
head of child psychiatry at the Uni- 
versity of Utah School of Medicine. 


He Is the author of two widely rec- 


ognized books, "The 
Hyperactive 


Child: A Handbook for Parents," and 
"Minimal Brain Dysfunction in Chil- 
dren." 


DEALING WITH several types of 


learning disabilities, Wender empha- 
sized the hyperactive child In the 
umlnar. 


He began with explanations of the 


general characteristics of various 
learning disabilities. 


Common to the hyperactive child, 


he said, are short attention spans and 
"short fuses — they overreact to 
things like drcuses and super- 
markets." 


While the child may be unusually 


bright, said Wender, the limited atten- 
tion span creates difficulty for him in 
school. "If you tell him to pick up the 
blue book, turn to page 13, and do 
problems 5 and 6 at the bottom of the 
page, he has forgotten No. 1 by the 
time you get to No. 3. This is often 
interpreted as disobedience." 


While some children have learning 


dlsabllltes related to physical prob- 
lems such as dyslexia, the hyperac- 
tive child may have problems in 
school because of his behavioral prob- 
lems. 
'"They are not friendless the way 
shy, withdrawn kids are," he said, 
"but may become unpopular with the- 
other children because of their prob- 
lems in self-control. The teacher rec- 
ognizes them as bright, but often b£ 
rates them for not doing as well as 
they could." 


ONE RESULT may be thai the 


child holds himself in low self-esteem, 
said Wender, "so it is Important to 
Jack up their self-esteem." 
^ Parents of hyperactive children, he 
said, may take comfort In the fact 
that most of their problems tend to go 
away with age, though they may al-

Medications now in use have no ap- 


preciable effect on the hyperactive 
child's learning ability, he said, but it 
can Improve his learning through less- 
ening his behavioral problems. 
\ 


In resonse to a theory that^the 


medicines in use might have some ef- 
fect on growth, he asked, "The ques- 
tion is do you want a 6-foot high school 
dropout or a 5-foot-B college gradu- 
ate." 


HE SAID THE most important step 


in deaing with hyperactivity is for the 
parents to be educated about the 
problem. "The mother often feels stu- 
pid because she can not make him be- 


have like other children, and>then she 
begins to fear she is malevolent to- 
ward him." 


He also said the child must be given 


"some appreciation" of his condition, 
but must not be permitted to use it as 
"a wooden leg" to excuse failure. 


Wender discussed a number of other 


controversial treatment approaches, 
such as controled diets, vitamins and 
others But, he said, children placed 
on medication "often find themselves 
reacting to the things their parents 
have been telling them for years." 


He advised parents of children with 


learning disabilities to join groups like 
COULD. "For two reasons: first for 
self-esteem — you find out you're not 
alone; second, for political action," in 
obtaining help from teachers and 
school psychologists.

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Economists agree on inflation, recess ion ^ uncertainty 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —. Econo- 


mists appear to agree the U.S. econo- 
my stands at the end of a recession, 
In the middle of a recovery, amidst 
still strong Inflation — and facing un- 
certainly. 


For example: Congress' Joint Eco- 


nomic Committee said: "There are 
ominous signs on the horizon that a 
new recession could be hi the making 
for late next year or early 1877." 
' 


Federal Reserve Chairman Arthur 


F. Burns: "It was uncontrolled in- 
flation that brought on the severe eco- 
nomic decline we have recently expe- 


rienced, and we must recognize the 
threat to. a sustained recovery embo- 
died in any new wave of Inflation." 


The Congressional Budget Office: 


"Economic signs point •to rapid 
growth In production during the ,fafl 
and winter. Renewed inflation, 
spurred by food and fuel prices,'is 
likely to accompany the recovery. 
These .rises In prices and tighter mon- 
etary policies may retard or even 
thwart the recovery after the initial 
rebound." 


And George Meany, president of the 


AFL-CIO: "The worst economic crisis 


since the 1930s Is not over." 


Here is a summary of the economic 


statistics: 


UNEMPLOYMENT: 'Rehlrlng of 


180,000 lald-off factory workers and 
the reopening of schools dropped th« 
unemployment rate In September to 
8.3 per cent, its lowest level In seven 
-months. But total unemployment in 
September was unchanged from Au- 
gust at 7.8 million workers when 
rounded off. Total employment also 
was unchanged at 85.4 million. 


INFLATION: 'In what most experts 


called a statistical fluke which did not 


reflect reality, the cost of living rose 
only 0.2 per cent in August, the 
smallest monthly increase in more 
.than two years. .The Cost ,of Living 
Index translated into an annual rate 
of 2.4 per cent, a sharp drop from the, 
annual rate of 14.4 per cent in July. 


WHOLESALE PRICES; Wholesale 


prices rose 0.6 per cent in September, 
spurred by sharp increases for food, 
fuels and metals. For the past three 
months combined, wholesale prices 
have increased at a compounded an- 
nual rate of 11.1 per cent. The Sep- 
tember figures worked out to a 7.2 per 
cent annual increase. The Wholesale 


Price Index in September stood at 
177.7 from a base of 100 in 1967. That 
meant wholesale buyers paid $177.70 
for goods .that would have cost $100 
eight years ago. 


INDICATORS: The Index of leading, 


business indicators leveled off in Au- 
gust to end a five-month upward 
cycle. Many economists say the index 
shows which direction the economy, 
will take in future months, and the 
zero change from July left the next 
swing in question. The index stood at 
101.7 in August — matching July's fig- 
ure exactly.. 


OUTPUT: Industrial production In 


August rose 1.3 per cent for the big- 
gest monthly gain in nearly three 
years. The four consecutive months of 
gains — May was revised from a 0.1 
per cent decline to an Increase of 0.2 
per cent — were the longest since the 
end of the Arab oil embargo. 


HOUSING STARTS: Residential 


housing starts slowed in August after 
a 14 per cent gain hi July. Starts were 
at an annual rate of 1.26 million units 
hi August, up from 1.238 million units 
in July. New building permits for 
home and apartment units dropped 5 
per cent from 1.007 million annual 
rate hi July to 985,000 in August

cepts. It won't help at all. 


I have heard that one should not eat 


more than three or four eggs a week 
as any more than that could cause 
high cholesterol which Increases the 
possibility 
of .heart attacks 
and 


strokes. I find that the only type of 
diet I can stick with is one that is 
very high in protein — with lots of 
meat and eggs. Sometimes I have as 
many as 20 eggs a week. Is there any 
age that you should start watching 
your cholesterol Intake? I'm only 20. 


The American Heart Assn. has rec- 


ommended that men should not eat 
more than three egg yolks n week, 
Including those used in cooking. The 
Inter Society Commission on Heart 
Disease recommended limiting the to- 
tal daily cholesterol intake to 300 mil- 
ligrams. An average egg yolk con- 
tains from 225 to 275 milligrams of 
cholesterol. 


You can be on a high protein diet 


and still limit your cholesterol intake. 


Fish, chicken and beef all contain 
only about 70 milligrams for each 
t h r e e and one-half ounces (100 
grams). Using lean portions of these 
foods will work fine. You can also use 
as many egg whites as you like. And, 
you might like some of the new egg 
products that are very low in choles- 
terol and fat or contain no cholesterol 
at all. 


When do you need to watch your 


cholesterol and diet? Some children 
have high cholesterol and if detected 
should begin a program then. The 
best way'to train people to like the 
right food is to begin training during 
childhood. 


Prolonged use of high protein diets 


that are high-fat, high-cholesterol 
diets Is often associated with a high 
rise in cholesterol levels to undesi- 
rable levels. You should change right 
now. 


Remember that the fatty-cholesterol 


deposits In the arteries begins in early, 
life. About three-fourths of the young 
men who were killed in Korea and lat- 
er autopsied showed fatty-cholesterol 
deposits hi one of the major arteries 
of their heart. About 10 per cent of 
them had obstruction of more than 70 
per cent of the opening of one of their 
arteries. So, don't think this is a dis- 
ease of old age. It begins in young 
men and can and does cause early 
heart attacks.

\Vhatcvor happened to "subur- 


ban power" on the Cook County 
Board? 


A year ago, a host of Republi- 


can board candidates trumpeted 
boldly that a new era had ar- 
rived. They proclaimed again 
nnd again that the addition of a 
sixth suburban member would 
give tho suburbs a veto power 
over the coutity budget. 


Well, it hasn't worked out that 


way, and the Republicans have 
mainly themselves to blame. 


Ten months after the six Re- 


publicans were seated on the 
hoard, the Democrats still wield 
almost absolute power. 


The GOP did register 
a 


"triumph" last February, but it 
was a dubious one. They forced 
the closing of Assessor Thomas 
Tully's suburban branch offices, 
a move which hurt, rather than 
helped, the suburbs. 


A variety of reasons is offered 


for the GOP's failures. The most 
prominent one is a lack of lead- 
ership and unity among the 
six commissioners. Apparently, 
there's no one, especially not 
Comr.

We have a better idea. Rather 


than an across-the-board cut, we 
suggest that the Republicans 
concentrate on attacking specif- 
ic problem areas in which im- 
provements are needed or waste 
could be trimmed.

system, for example. In June 
the Chicago Bar Assn. criticized 
the system for failing to?serve 
c o u n t y residents adequately.

The liberal Democrats have adopted 


something like Yogi's strategy in their 
search for a favorite among the can- 
didates for their party's 1976 presiden- 
tial nomination. 


They have invented the "Presiden- 


tial Candidates Forum," a new politi- 
cal device that produces a picture 
much like the situation at home plate 
when the bases are loaded and the 
batter has laid down a squeeze bunt. 


The forums are sponsored by a par- 


ty coalition, also new, called the 
Democratic Conference. Its backing

are scheduled. 


All 10 of the announced and ex- 


pected Democratic candidates have 
been invited. Each candidate is given 
about an hour to speak and answer 
questions from an expert panel and 
from the audience. The result is about 
as close an examination of presiden- 
tial candidates as a voter is likely to 
get in this day of prepackaged, elec- 
tronic politics. 


Five candidates showed up at Min- 


neapolis and Springfield, Mass., al- 
though two others had planned to at- 
tend the Northeast forum and had to 
cancel for legitimate reasons. 


Only three candidates — Sens. Hen- 


ry Jackson of Washington, Lloyd 
Bentsen of Texas and Gov. George 
Wallace of Alabama — have shown no 
interest in taking part in the forums. 


Considering the forums' sponsor- 


ship, it is no surprise that Jackson, 
Bentsen and Wallace avoided the first 
two sessions. The two senators do not 
really expect to win over their party's 
new style liberals, and Wallace makes 
a point of disassociating himself from 
that wing of the party. 


But seven Democrats are seeking 


liberal backing, and it is this group 
that must be culled if the Democratic 
left is going to be effective in the 
battle for the nomination next year. 
With no "natural" liberal champion in 
the field, leaders of the faction consid- 
er it essential to begin focusing their 
support on a smaller number of candi- 
dates. Some even hope that one candi- 
date will emerge from the forums as 
a frontrunner. 
' 


SO FAR, NO single candidate has 


dominated the forums. The surprise 
hit has been former Sen. Fred Harris, 
but the more hard-bitten of the spon- 
sors believe the Oklahoman's rousing 
neopopulist oratory has had more to 
do with his reception than a belief 
that he can win the nomination and be 
elected. 


Rep. Morris Udall, D-Ariz., and Sen. 


Birch Bayh, D-Ind., also have made 
some new friends at the forums. Gov. 
Milton Shapp of Pennsylvania and for- 
mer Gov. Terry Sanford of North 
Carolina, who participated at Min- 
neapolis, and former Gov. Jimmy 
Carter and Sargent Shriver, who 
made their first appearance 
at 


Springfield, appeared to have made 
fewer points. 


The next session will be Oct. 31 at 


Atlanta, with forums on each of the 
next two weekends at Los Angeles 
and Baltimore. By mid-November, 
none too soon for a campaign that be- 
gins in earnest with delegate selection 
caucuses in January, it may be pos- 
sible to see which of the liberals are 
in scoring position and which fouled 
out in the batter's box.

"What is 
needed is a year-round program, for 
education," he said. 


Not all suburban fire chiefs agreed, 


however, on the success of attempts 
to drill home the need for flre safety. 


Wheeling Flre Chief Berate Koep- 


pen, and Lt. Robert Means of the Elk 
Grove Village Flre Dept, said annual 
death statistics and property damage 
figures due to fire are still too high. 


"We still have more than 12,000 


people dying a year and |3 billion a 
year fire damage. I don't know if the 
message is getting to them or not," 
said Koeppen. "Too many people 
think, 'It can't happen to me.'" 


"I WENT INTO a home once where 


I found an outboard motor propped up 
against a furnace. Those people were 
sitting on a bombshell, but they just 
didn't realize what could take place." 


Donald Corey, Des Plalnes fire' 


chief, said that while fire departments 
do "everything humanly possible" to 
minimize fire hazards, ''I don't think 
that people get that concerned about 
safety over-all."

a crucial

In the lives of the mothers of tome 


8 million preichool children In Amer- 
ica, day care fills a pressing need. 
One of every three mothers with pre» 
school children works. The U.S. De- 
partment of Labor estimates that by 
1985 there will be a 32 per cent in- 
crease over 1075 of mothers of chil- 
dren under 5 in the work force. 


In a four-part series, staff writers 


Eleanor Rives and Karen Thompson 
explore the 'need for day care, the 
reasons for Its use. a day at a child 
care center, bow to choose a center, 
and the opinions of child development 
experts. 


Employment is clearly 'the major 


reason families need day care ser- 
vices. 


Other imperative reasons include 


illness or death In the family, mental 
or physical handicaps, emotional dis- 
turbances, poor family relationships 
and 
inadequate living conditions 


which do not provide a place for play 
or adult supervision. 


According to a 1074 report by the 


Office of Child Development of the Il- 


linois Department of Children and 
Family Services (IDCFS),, the state 
had a total capacity of 94,858 slots for 
out-of-home licensed day care. 


"A conservative estimate would be 


that this is from SO to 75 per cent less 
than the minimum essential to the fu- 
ture well-being of thousands of our 
state's children," said Sylvia Cotton, 
president of the Day Care Crisis 
Council of the Chicago area. 


IN THE Northwest suburbs, there 


are many alternatives available in 
child care. Nursery schools have ex- 
panded to include full-day care and 
new centers have been formed. The 
increase in day care facilities, is not to 
woo mothers back to work but to fill 
the need of the tidal wave of mothers 
who have already selected to go back 
to work, some by choice, most by ne- 
cessity. 


Day care can be broken into two 


general types — group care and home 
care with numerous variations on the 
group care classification. 


Women who provide home day care 


usually have youngsters of their own

and take in a few more for extra mon- 
ey. It is estimated that as many as 2 
million children are receiving this 
type core in the United States today. 


According to Ms. Marls Corush, a 


licensing representative 
from the 


IDCFS, for the Northwest suburban 
area, there are about 85 licensed

homes in the area. They, are contin- 
uously licensing and need more homes 
in the Mount Prospect-Prospect 
Heights .and. Wheeling-Buffalo Grove 
areas. 
' 
• 


"DAY CARE homes are, technical- 


ly, less-structured than centers," said 
Mrs. Epstein, supervisor of home li- 
censing for IDCFS. "Families apply- 
ing for a Home care license are-put 
through a screening process Including 
physical examinations,.reference 
checks, safety checks and Interviews 
before they are granted a license," 
she added. 


Licensed homes are allowed a max- 


imum number of children — a max- 
imum of eight children under the age 
of 18, Including their own children'; a 
maximum of four children under six, 
Including their own; a maximum of 


two children under two. 
, 


Most day care authorities agree 


that a licensed home type care is best 
for younger children and those who 
require a lot of special attention. 


Unfortunately, there are many unli- 


censed homes in operation. Margaret 
Steinfels, in her book "Who's Minding 
the Children," contends that "the 
most common form of day care Is the 
unlicensed family kind — babysitting 
in neighborhood homes for small 
groups of youngsters, often by un- 
trained people who charge minimal 
fees for wholly custodial services — 
f e e d i n g , napping, watching tele- 
vision." 


Ms. Corush said the department is 


aware that there are "many women 
doing home care without a license. 
But there is nothing we can do unless 
they are reported to us." 


A STUDY of day care by the Na- 


tional Council of Jewish Women (1973) 
said that "of all child care arrange- 
ments, they, had the least dis- 
satisfaction with-centers." They, felt 
centers were "the most stable and se- 
cure" of all arrangements for both 
adults and children. 


According .to that study, the belief 


that group care is not beneficial to the 
child has become a "self-perpetuating 
myth." 


Group care in the United States is 


still in the pioneering stages. Services 
available <are as diverse as the rea- 
sons for choosing a center. 


Centers are licensed every two 


years by the IDCFS. They are, how- 
ever, "licensed on a minimum basis," 
Rose Foster, supervisor of the Group 


Day Care Licensing Division of 
IDCFS warned. "This means that 
they are only required to have the 
basics and they vary greatly," she 
added. , 


Most child care centers in the 


Northwest suburbs are run on a 
profit-making basis, averaging a $30 
to $35 a week fee per child. These cen- 
ters vary in size, program, philosoph- 
ical orientation, type of ownership and 
clientele. 


THEY RANGE in size from centers 


serving six to eight children-to cen- 
ters serving over 200 children. Their 
scope of service ranges from highly 
sophisticated preschool education to 
merely custodial care. In day care 
circles, "custodial" is a dirty word. 


There are no day care centers in 


the Northwest suburbs directly funded 
by the federal government because 
"these centers'are based on popu- 
lation density and 'the proportion of 
total families in an area on pubic 
aid," said Diane Lawrence, director 
of the Northwest Suburban Day Care 


• Center. In Des Plaines. 


"There are no poor people in the 


Northwest suburbs — they're invis- 
ible," said Ms. Lawrence. At that cen- 
ter all the tots have working mothers 
(or single fathers) in low or marginal 
income brackets. 


Northwest Suburban Day Care Cen- 


ter, the oldest subsidized center in the 
area, is funded by IDCFS, the Com- 
munity Chests of Des Plaines, Park 
Ridge and Mount Prospect, Maine 
Township revenue sharing funds and 
various private donors. Fees at the 
center are on a sliding scale from $4 


to $17 per week depending on family 
circumstances. 


OTHER SUBSIDIZED centers in 


the area include Elk Grove Township 
Day Care Center and the Community 
Day Care Center of Palatine Town- 
ship, both partially funded by revenue 
sharing and charging on a sliding 
scale. At the Palatine center, 85 per 
cent of the children are from single- 
parent families. 


Other specialized services in local 


day care include Baby Town in Des 
Plaines, the only facility of its kind in 
the Northwest suburbs which cares 
for babies under two years of age. 
Des Plaines also has the only night 
care center in the area. 


Several area centers also offer care 


for school-age children before and af- 
ter regular school hours. 


A new approach to day care by Dis- 


covery Montessori Center of Hanover 
Park, combines home and center 
care. Children in the program spend 
three hours each day in the classroom 
environment and then are taken by 
bus to several licensed private homes 
for the remainder of the day. 


According to Ann Baldridge, admin- 


istrator of the center, "the program 
has been slow to get off the ground 
because it costs slightly more than 
regular all-day center care." 


The need is there. "It is hard .to 


know the future of day care. There 
are many questions and squabbles at 
the present time. But there is one 
thing for sure — the fact that women 
will continue to work and children will 
need good care," said Rose Foster 
summing up the day care situation.

son and a full-time job that claims 44 
hours of her week. 


Jean'works not out of financial ne- 


cessity, but because she wants to. She 
loves her profession. She struggled 
over a period of 11 years to complete 
a 5-year education in pharmacy. The 
idea of wasting that education appalls 
her. 


As an infant, Danny was tended by a 


babysitter in the Ostrowsky's small 
Chicago apartment He spent his days 
within its confines — it was not a 
"walk-in-the-park" neighborhood. As 
he approached age 3, his mother real- 
ized he had not been exposed to any 
other children: 


"He was impossible," she said. "I 


couldn't stand it My husband and I 
were going out of our heads." 


JEAN STARTED Danny in a nur- 


sery school "Our. boy just blos- 
somed," she said. When they moved 
to their Mount Prospect apartment 
last March, the Ostrowskys placed 
him in the Children's Center for Early 
Learning. "Danny is really happy 
there," she said. "There is so much 
for him to do." 


Jean's work schedule permits her 


to have .Danny home with her a few 
mornings a week but makes it neces- 
sary for her husband to care for him 
three nights a week and all day Sat- 
urday. At other times, the Ostrowskys 
make a special effort to expose Danny 
to all the cultural and social advan- 
tages available In Chicago. 


"We try to make sure we give him 


'quality time'," she said. 


JANET JACOBSON of Palatine 


placed her son Matt in a day care 
situation in Michigan when he was not 
yet 2V& years old. There was no sev- 
ere adjustment; the days ha spent 
there were the same days his mother 
worked at the center.

Now, two years later, the Jacobsons 


are divorced and Janet is rearing 


Matt and his two older sisters, ages 0 
and 6, with help from her mother, sit- 
ters and the Palatine Township Day 
Care Center. 
.; She is also holding down a full-time 
office job and attending Northern Illi- 
nois University in DeKalb two days a 
week, working on a bachelor's degree 
in education. 


THE CENTER had been recom- 


mended by a minister. Janet visited; 
had an interview with the director, 
and enrolled Matt and bis sister, Kel- 
ly. That was a year ago when they 
were 3 and 5.

Now both girls are in school all 


day. Matt continues spending full 
days at the township center. "It's a 
good situation for him," says Janet. 
"It fosters his independence." 
• Mrs. Jacobsbn is no longer eligible 
for revenue sharing funds as she was. 
when her children first entered the 
center. Nevertheless.-she prefers a 
community child care center to a pri- 
vate nursery school 


After her kids are in bed for the 


night, Janet > settles down to both 
homework and office work. One of 
these days she may be your child's 
first or second grade teacher. 


IN A SUBSIDIZED apartment com- 


plex in a Northwest suburb lives a 
young, pretty black woman and her 
two children, Tony, 7, and Anita, 5. 
Divorced two years ago, she gets no 
support from her husband. 


Somehow, out of her welfare check, 


food stamps, government help with 
her'rent and township help with day 
care, she manages to maintain a hap- 
py, healthy home for her youngsters 
while she attends,Triton College full 
time. 


She also manages to maintain her 


dignity, her sense of self-worth, her 
ambition and her optimism for the fu-' 
ture.

, In two years Rocbelle Battle wffl be 
a full-fledged court reporter. Mean- 
while the follows a viaeJike schedule 
that leaves Httle time for pleasure. 


THE DAY BEGINS at 7 a.m. By 


8:30, Tony is ready to catch the bus 
for-school Rochelle then takes Anita 
to a township day care center where 
85 per cent of the children are from 
single-parent homes and tuition is on 
a sliding scale. There is no charge for 
Anita. 


Mrs. Battle makes a beeline to her

She 
spends her two free evenings a week 
talking and listening to them until 
bedtime, encouraging them in their 
schoolwork, motivating them to 
achieve: The wall above Anita's bed is 
grandly decorated with gold star pa- 
pers and mini-works of art. Tony 
likes school, constantly tries to make 
his mother pround of bun. 
- Despite her hectic schedule and the 
company of her two UoV Rochelle's 
life is lonely, yet not so lonely as 
when her mother had the children and 
Rochelle was completely alone. 


"I want to let single, divorced, wid- 


owed women' know that they are not 


unique. Loneliness and depression are 
constant companions of the woman 
alone. But loneliness is worth it if you 
are going after something worth- 
while," she said.

ROCHELLE HAS tried in several 


ways to make life better for herself 
and her children. At one time sjp 
worked full time and went to school 
full time, an impossible schedule US 
left the children sad, frustrated anjtl 
irritable. She tried letting them live 
with her parents hi Chicago until-* 
doctor advised.her mother not to care 
for children anymore. "

It was with joy that she took them 


'back, went on welfare, found child 


care and went back to school full time 
with court reporting as her goal — "a 
high paying career hi a field which 
had always interested her.

Rochelle Battle was once shy, 


doubtful of her own abilities, fearful 
that she could not succeed. Now she is 
strong, self-assured, radiating with 
confidence. 


"I WISH I could help women on 


welfare," she said. "To tell them how 
to get ahead, to really get out there 
and do something. This world is 'go' 
oriented. You might as well set your 
sights high. If I can do it, others can

Water table, sea level not same

IS TUB WATER TABLE THE SAME 
AS SEA LEVEL? 


The water table belongs to the land 


—to tho continents and Islands. Usual- 
ly this water is fairly fresh, though 
sometimes It Is saturated with strong 
chemicals dissolved from the rocks 
underground. Sea level belongs to the 
salty ocean. The two are not the 
same, but both take part In the global 
water cycle. 


Tho amount of water on earth Is as- 


tounding. It is measured by the cubic 
mile, which is enough water to fill a 
huge tank one mile square and one 
mile high. Tho global total Is esti- 
mated to bo 328 million cubic miles — 
and about 07.2 per cent of this Is in 
tbeioa. 


Tho surface of the worldwide ocean 


Is called sea level. Its waves are 
tossed by tho winds, and twice each 
day Its mighty waters are heaved up 
and down by the tides. Nevertheless, 
the sea level stays more or less the

same around the globe. To get a fair 
estimate, it is measured by the mid- 
way point between high tides and low 
tides. 


Every year the beaming sun evapo- 


rates about 95,000 cubic miles of wa- 
ter from the earth's surface, mostly 
from tho seas. This water vapor be- 
comes involved in the never-ending 
water cycle. It forms misty clouds 
that travel far and wide on the winds. 
Sooner or later they shed their mois- 
ture as rain or snow. Every year the 
same amount of moisture Is evap- 
orated, circulated and dropped back 
to the earth. 


Some of the fallen moisture drains 


away in rivers that empty into the 
sea. Some sinks into the soil to feed 
the plants. Some sinks down into the 
ground where it Is trapped for a while 
in porous rocks. This Is the ground 
water, and some of It goes a mile or 
more below the surface. 


The top level of the ground water 


may be a few inches or sev- 
eral hundred feet below the surface. 
This Is called the water table. In* 
rainy seasons more water sinks down 
and the water table rises. In dry sea- 


sons It sinks lower as ground water Is 
used by reservoirs and Irrigation sys- 
tems. 


Near the surface ground water often 


escapes in springs that stream down 
the slopes to join the sea. At deeper 
levels it percolates and circulates, 
'sometimes for many years. But even- 
tually it also escapes and rejoins the 
seas.

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Popp pops 
for yardage; 
Pirates roll

Inspired football. 
That was the way Arv Hcntedt de- 


scribed It He wasn't the only Pala- 
tine head coach on hand for Pirate 
Homecoming festivities against Ar- 
lington Saturday but he had the best 
vantage point. 


And from where he was standing, 


Palatine's Intensity and emotion look- 
ed pretty Impressive en route to a 
crucial 24-7 conquest of Arlington In 
the North Division headllner. 


Behind the daxzllng effort* of (who 


else?) Jim Popp, the hoit* combined 
• broiling offensive ground game with 
a solid and steady performance on de- 
fense to notch their fourth win in five 
outings this season'while evening up 
their divisional slate at M. 


At the same time It was a bitter 


defeat for the Cardinals to swallow. 
Like the Pirates, coach Chuck Halnes' 
Arlington outfit had opened the season 
with three straight non-conference 
wins. 


Last week, however, while the Pi- 


rates were bowing to Buffalo Grove, 
Arlington also lost its league opener 
to Horsey. Saturday's defeat all but 
dropped the Cards out of the running 
for the divisional roses. 


Popp rushed for 169 yards, his fifth 


straight 100-plus effort In a row this 
year, to move within 40 yards of the 
school's all-time seasonal mark owned 
by Andy Mentka at 808. 


Popp also upped his touchdown total 


for the season to nine by crossing the 
goal line three times Saturday. He 
and Bill Flnlay accounted for all of 
the scoring as Palatine annexed their 
fourth win over Arlington In the 10- 
year series. 


It was also their biggest winning 


margin over the Cards and most Pi- 
rate points scored In the rivalry and 
the most points.tallied by either team 
since Arlington's 41-0 romp In 1068. 


"The kids put together a tre- 


mendous effort," Herstedt offered. 
"We kept mistakes to a minimum and 
got great showings all the way 
around. I felt our defensive line was 
just super out there today." 


The efforts of the Palatine defensive

Franco Harris and Mike Collier 


scored on one-yard plunges to cap 
drives of 85 and 75 yards before Brad- 
shaw left the game. 


His replacement, Joe Gilllam, threw 


touchdown passes of 43 yards to Lynn 
Swaim and 45 yards to Reggie Garrett 
as the Steelers rebounded from last 
week's upset loss to Buffalo to remain 
one game out of the lead in the Amer- 
ican Football Conference Central 
Race. 


Jim Braxton scored three touch-

million gallons'by 1964. 


Bowen said Des Plaines receives 


about 75 per cent of its water .from 
Chicago, with the remainder, coming 
from six wells. Lake water will be 
needed in the future, he said, because 
the water table drops every year,

In suspension hearing 
Wrong action 
admitted by cop

Suspended 
Wheeling 
Patrolman 


Gary Holveck Saturday admitted in 
testimony before the Fire and Police 
Commission that he acted improperly' 
In taking and then returning a set of 
tall lights from a parked car while on 
duty last month. 


The commission met to review 


charges filed against Holveck by Po- 
lice Chief M. 0. Horchcr in connection 
with the Sept. 2 Incident. Horcher 
charged Holveck with removing prop- 
erty from a private premise without 
consent of the owner, leaving his as- 
signed post and pntrollng outside the 
corporate limits of the village. 


Holveck said he was on regular pa- 


trol duty the morning the incident oc- 
curred at a gas station at 1 N. Wolf 
Rd. in unincorporated Wheeling town- 
ship. Holveck said ho was going to the 
industrial area near Wolf and Camp 
McDonald roads when ho passed the 
gas station and noticed the parked ve- 
hicles. 


HOLVECK SAID ho was assigned to 


the west end of town, which is divided 
by the Soo Line R.R. tracks, and the 
fastest way to get to the industrial 
area from the north end of the village 
where ho was located was down Wolf 
Road. 


The patrolman said he pulled into 


the gas station to examine tall lights 
on an older model Volkswagen be- 
cause he wanted to determine if they 
would fit the saddlebag of his now mo- 
torcycle. 


Holveck testified he took the tail 


light lens and socket, returned to the 
police station at 255 W. Dundee Rd. 
where his bike was located, measured 
the light against his bike and returned 
to the gas station and replaced the 
•ghts on the car. 


The incident occurred about 2:35 


i.m. and was witnessed by David 
Bergman, 'a night watchman at the 
gas station^ who testified he saw Hol- 
vtck drive into the station, turn his 
squad car lights off and remove the 
tail Ught. 


Bergman said when Holveck left 15 


minutes later, he went into the station 
office from his camper where he was 
sleeping to telephone the owner, 
James Trlckcy. 


When Holveck returned about 3:05 


a.m. to return the light, he found 
Bergman in the office on the phone. 


Holveck said he asked Bergman if he 
had seen him there earlier and Berg- 
man said he had only seen him the 
second time. Holveck left and did not 
officially report the incident. Trickey 
reported the incident later in the day. 


THE PATROLMAN testified, how- 


ever, that at about 3:30 a.m., he had a 
conversation with Lt. Thomas Conte 
in the parking lot of Tom Todd Chevy, 
TOO W. Dundee Rd., while both were 
on patrol in the area, and he told 
Conte what he had done. 


Conte testified Holveck did not re- 


veal the incident but instead talked 
about looking for toil lights to fit his 
blko. Conte said he told Holveck to 
check the possibility that Volkswagen 
lights might fit and suggested Holveck 
go to an auto parts store. 


The lieutenant testified Holveck told 


him he had checked Volkswagen 
lights, but he denied the patrolman 
had told him how or when he made 
the check. 


Holveck denied the charges that he 


was unavailable for duty while the In- 
cident occurred because he said he 
was within hearing range of his radio 
at all times. He also said petroling 
neighboring unincorporated areas of 
the village was a normal department 
procedure.

Other officers and patrolmen, in- 


cluding Sgts. William Ralston and 
Gene Wolf and Patrolman William 
Sharpe, testified that petroling unin- 
corporated areas, including 1 N. Wolf 
Rd., was a normal procedure.

veck admitted. "I had done a foolish 
thing, but I informed the Lieutenant 
of that act within an houf that it hap- 
pened. 


"I regret that I have caused any

Susan Lark vowed three months 


ago that she would walk again by 
October and last week she kept 
that promise.

Outfitted with an artltical left 


leg and crutches, the 11-year-old 
victim of bone marrow cancer 
swung herself slowly across the 
room. She listened quietly as her 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Dana Lark, 
formerly of, Arlington Heights, 
spoke of family tragedy and the 
overwhelming response of friends 
and strangers. 


"When something tragic hap- 


pens, you think you're by your- 
self. It's surprising the courage 
you get knowing people are be- 
hind you. You don't feel on your 


own," Mrs. Lark said. 


SUSAN'S LEFT LEG was am- 


putated just above the knee In 
early July. Her family faced' 
months of'uncertainty and mental 
anguish because of the disease 
and its 'possible consequences. 
They also faced a financial bur- 
den — Lark had Just started a 
new job and the family had no 
hospitallzation insurance. 


Three months later, the outlook 


is much brighter. Doctors say now 
there is no sign of more cancer 
and Susan's chances for recovery 
are "very good," Mrs. Lark said. 


"The doctors tell us there is an 


80 per cent chance of a cure with 
this treatment They said three 


ago, we would have had to 


just sit and pray and hope," she 
said. 


The Larks also are financially

Town hall design plans studied

Design plans for the new Wheeling 


Township Hall are being finalized by - 
township and architectural represen- 
tatives before construction begins this 
winter. 


The preliminary plans outline the 


' general placement of township and so- 
cial service agency offices in a two- 
story, colonial-style building that will 
be constructed at 1620 N. Arlington 
Heights Rd. 


Most of the'social service agencies 


that receive annual federal revenue- 
sharing funds from the township will 
be given rent-free office space in the 
new $650,000 town hall. 


The first floor of the building, which 


is 7,384 square feet, will include the 
township's administrative offices for 
the supervisor, clerk, assessor and ac- 
countant. The township's committee 
on youth and the aged, and general 
assistance offices also will be located 
there. 


A MULTI-PURPOSE room in the 


northwest corner of the first floor will, 
provide meeting and recreation space 
for all community organizations, said 
Ethel Eolerus, township supervisor. 


The room will include kitchen facil- 


ities and moveable partitions so that 
different groups can use the room si- 
multaneously. There will be a min- 
imal fee to use the room on a reserva- 
tion basis, Mrs. Kolerus said, to cover 
janitorial upkeep. 


The second floor of the town hall 


will be occupied by Northwest Mental 
Health, Shelter Inc., Omnl-House: 
Youth Services Bureau in Wheeling 
and the Salvation Army Counseling 
Service. The town hall will serve as 
the main headquarters for these or-' 
ganizations, although some wilj con- 
tinue to operate outpost centers in 
other parts of the township, Mrs.' Ko- 
lerus oaid. 


Most of the social service agencies 


will have office, counseling and stor- 
age space available. 


The basement of the new facility 


will include storage space and an 
equipment room with copiers and off- 


ft 


set machines that will be used and 
maintained by all of the agencies in 
the townhall, she said. 


THE ENTRANCE to the town hall 


will be on the east side of the build- 
ing, off of Arlington Heights Road, 
and parking for a maximum 63 cars 
will be to the west of the town hall. 


Township officials and James Mil- 


ton Ray, an Arlington Heights archi- 
tect who has been contracted for the 
project, are working on details for the 
design and determining what mate- 
rials should be used in construction, 
Mrs. Kolerus said. 


The Village of Arlington Heights has 


rezoned the property and approved 


the building plans. The township must 
only apply to the village for a building 
permit to begin construction. 


"We feel that this is a way of doing* 


something lasting with our revenue- 
sharing funds for the entire commu- 
nity whether the program continues 
or not," Mrs. Kolerus said.

Don't throw away those old, used 


dress patterns. 


The Elk Grove Village Public Li- 


brary, 101 Kennedy Blvd., wants those 
patterns so other library patrons can 
use them. 


Patterns cannot be exchanged at 


stores and seldom is more than one v 
item of clothing made from the same ' 
pattern. So the library's pattern ex- 
change offers a good opportunity to 
save money and change styles. 


"WE PATTERNED IT after our 


successful paperback exchange," said 
Janet Steiner, administrative librar- 
ian. 


The idea of exchanging patterns 


was a library user's, however, and 
though her name has been forgotten, 
her idea has flourished. 


"We started out with very little pub- 


licity, but it grew tremendously un- 
derground," Ms. Steiner said. 
' The idea, similar to the paperback 
exchange, is to bring in an old pattern 
and leave with a new one. It seldom 
works that way, though. 


"That's the theory, but we never 


hold anyone to It. They usually bring 
in more-than they take," said Ms. 
Steiner, adding that more adults than 
children browse through the pattern 
box. 


THE PATTERNS ARE kept in the 


library's box, displacing the paper- 
back' exchange which has been moved 
into the adult services section. Every 
so often, the library staff 
goes 


through the patterns, weeding out the 
older styles or incomplete patterns. It 
helps keep the pattern exchange 
somewhat neat and within the box, 
Ms. Steiner said. 


"The most popular patterns are 


children's. The styles are classic, and 
kids grow out of clothes so fast," she 
said. ' 


In addition to the pattern file, the 


library has added another service for 
home clothes makers. McCalls, But- 
terick, Vogue and Simplicity pattern 
books can now be borrowed for a 
week's time by library users. There is 
a limit of six books at a time. 


THE LIBRARY purchases the pat-

This means they are 
usually a month old, but Ms. Stein 
said patterns generally are still avail- 
able in stores for up to six months 
after a book is published.

ment. 


It showed that in the period covered 


by the audit, the division had not su- 
pervised and did not know the "cur- 
rent status" of the projects. 


The audit said the division failed to 


oversee the spending of the money, 
that its engineers had not been in- 
volved in supervising the projects, 
and that the division had not received 
an adequate accounting for the use of 
the funds.

Ambulance service fee 
on village agenda tonight 


A proposal to chnrgo $33 for ombu- 


bnco transportation provided by the 
village (Iro department Is expected to 
bo voted upon tonight by Hoffman Es- 
tates trustees. 


The finance committee of the vil- 


lage board Is recommending the pro- 
posal as a way to help fund the cost of 
ambulance and paramedic service. 
The committee voted for the plan two 
weeks ago after almost five months of 
study. 


The fco b being recommended for 


ambulance service which transports 
persons to a hospital. Calls not requir- 
ing transportation would not carry the 
fee under the current proposal. 


AMBULANCE SERVICE In the vil- 


lage cost $176,000 in 1074, according to 
village figures, with each ambulance 
run costing about $170. The cost is 
covered primarily with taxes collect- 
ed for the fire department since no 
ambulance tax exists. 


Elgin and Mundclcin, located'out- 


side Cook County, arc the only area 
communities which charge an ambu- 
lance fco. 


Administrators have said a village 


ambulance charge would.be paid by 
major insurance companies which 
provide ambulance coverage. 


The proposal Is an outgrowth of the 


Hoffman Estates Fire Protection Dis- 
trict's policy which sought $30 dona- 
tions from users of ambulance ser- 
vice. The'district was annexed by the 
village this year. 


F i n a n c e committee members 


agreed the policy should be reviewed 
and a decision made on making the 


fee mandatory. 


Trustees have favored the fee in- 


stead of a tax Increase because they 
say the fee plan will charge only those 
who use the service. 


The fee plan also may help reduce 


the number of calls for ambulance 
service, many of which do not involve 
emergency needs, the trustees have 
said.

most every individual, and business 
in America. 


The committee already has made 


several decisions affecting individ- 
uals, but none of them are of the 
sweeping nature of this week's sched- 
ule,, except for an extension of child 
care expense deductions to almost ev- 
eryone who must pay a babysitter or 
day care center in order to work. 


Some answers will be easy. For in- 


stance, 1975 income tax reductions 
will be extended into 1976 almost with-' 
out question, although it is uncertain'** 
whether they will be expanded. 


EVEN IF the committee's vol- 


uminous tax bill becomes bogged 
down in the House .or—more likely— . 
' the'TferialeTsomeTway will be found to 
extend these tax cuts. 


However, other answers are harder, 


and these are the ones which will have 
a greater long-range effect on every- 
one's financial future. 


On Tuesday, for example, the com- 


mittee is scheduled to debate propos- 
als lumped under the disarming title, 
"simplification of the tax return." 


This issue promises to be anything 


but simple because simplification 
would be brought about by eliminat- 
ing or scaling back some of the most 
popular of individual tax deductions. 
In return, everyone would receive a 
new flat deduction called a "sim- 
plification deduction." 


The current deduction for state and 


local taxes on gasoline would be elim- 
inated, as would the exclusion of the 
first $100 of dividends. Medical deduc- 
tions would be curtailed by eliminating 
the deduction for half of medical in- 
surance' premiums and by raising 
from 3 per cent of gross income to 5 
per cent the amount of medical ex- 
penses the individual must pay before 
receiving the deduction. 


NUMEROUS OTHER deductions 


could be changed, such as the one for 
alimony which now goes only to those 
who itemize deductions. One proposal 
would give the alimony deduction to 
those who use the short form and take 
the standard deduction.

Pumps ore checked for gauge accuracy. 


You get every ounce you pay for 


Yeargin keeps gas pumps 
in Schaumburg accurate

How do you feel when the gas gauge 


in your car registers only a tick above 
three-quarters full after you've told 
the service attendant to "fill 'er up?" 


Motorists who buy gasoline in 


Schaumburg can turn to the village 
•licensing officer to ensure they are 
getting every ounce of the precious 
fluid for which they are'now paying 
about 63 to 68 cents a gallon. 


Once a year, Hy Yeargin, the li- 


censing officer, inspects an estimated 
200 gasoline pumps in Schaumburg 
service stations to make certain 
gauges are accurate. Schaumburg Is 
one of only 14 communities in Illinois 
with its own department of weights 
and measures. 


, But Yeargin's work doesn't stop at 
annual inspections. He often spot 
checks pumps and is always available 
for a special inspection if customers 
register complaints. 


YEARGIN TESTS the pumps using 


a five-gallon gasoline can equipped 
with specially calibrated markings 
and gauges. 


Before his annual tour of in- 


spections, Teargin says he must re- 
move the $75 can from the vault at 
Schaumburg's civic center and take 
the container to the State Bureau of 
Standards in Springfield to have it 
certified as an accurate 5 gallon mea- 
sure. 


"Any slight dent could put it off. 


That's why, we keep it safely hi the' 
vault,"'Yeargin explained. 


Yeargin begins his testing by draw- 


Ing five gallons of unleaded gasoline 
from a station pump. If the gauge 
shows it is an accurate measure,\ 
Yeargin then affixes the village in- 
spector's seal, proclaiming the equip- 
ment correct by state standards. 


A SPECIALLY designed five-gal- 
lon measuring can is used to make 
sure Schaumburg gas pumps real- 
ly ,give you a gallon when the 
gauge says so. ,. 


He said unleaded fuel is measured 


first to avoid contamination when the 
gasoline is poured back into the un- 
derground storage tank. 


"WE CERTIFY THE pump if it 


measures either three cubic inches 
above or below the five-gallon line," 
Yeargin said, noting each cubic inch 
represents about one ounce of liquid. 


But, if the measure is more or less 


than three cubic inches from the five- 
gallon mark, the pump is condemned 
and Yeargin watches while the station 
operator locks the pump. The equip- 
ment must then be readjusted by the 


oil company and inspected by Yeargin 
before the seal can be applied and the 
pump unlocked. 


"Hey, Sam, call the company'and 


have them get a guy out here to.re- 
calibrate this pump, pronto," shouted 
Sam Puzzo, operator of on Enco sta- 
tion at 314 W. Higgins Rd. 


Yeargin had just determined a 


pump registered almost six cubic 
inches over proper measure. "Gee, 
we're giving it away. He just dis- 
covered we're losing money," Puzzo 
said. 


PUZZO SAID HE expected an oil 


company service man to make the 
needed repairs the same day. "They'd 
be out here within the hour if we were 
pumping short and cheating the cus- 
tomers, though," Puzzo said. 


The service station operator said he 


is enthusiastic about Schaumburg's lo- 
cal weights and measures depart- 
ment. "This guy," he said, pointing to 
Yeargin, "really keeps me oal my 
toes. I never know when he might 
show up."

Puzzo said, "Schaumburg is really 


something else; this village really 
watches over its'people." He told of 
an experience in suburban Hillside 
where his gas station had been open 
for five years before inspectors from 
the state came to check pumps. 
' About two weeks will be required to 
check ail Schaumburg pumps, Year- 
' gin said, since he devotes only morn- 
ings to the. task, going about his regu- 
lar licensing work the remainder of 
the day.

5th. 


Watson resigned Oct. 1 after coming 


under fire for budget errors which 
may cost the city some $200,000. Wat- 
son, the city's chief administrator for 
the past six years, has agreed to stay 
on until Oct. 15. 


Jacobson said a new manager will 


not be chosen before Oct. IS, adding 
the finance committee will discuss in 
executive session Oct. 13 what to do 
about naming on acting city manager. 


He added the city council also is ex- 


pected to meet .in executive session 
Oct. 14 to discuss the matter. 


THE FINANCE committee has held 


one closed-door session and made a 
preliminary review of an estimated 24 


applications, Jacobson said. He said 
additional information is being sought 
from some of the applicants., 


Advertisements also will be placed 


in municipal trade • publications to 
seek more applicants, Jacobson 
added. 


"The names of those who applied 


for the finance officer we are holding 
In abeyance," Jacobson said. "We 
will start with the city manager be- 
cause we feel ... the new manager 
should take part in the discussion and 
possibly the hiring of the finance offi- 
cer." 


The finance officer post is a position 


which the council has Indicated it will 
create. Formerly, Watson was respon- 
sible for both finance matters and 
preparation of the city budget. 


The city has a part-time treasurer, 


Robert Cole. 


Selection of a new manager could 


be delayed because some aldermen on 
the finance committee will be unavail- 
able to attend meetings this month, 
Jacobson indicated. Jacobson said he 
will be away for the next two weeks, 
delaying another review session until 
after Oct. 20.

Stadium-finance plan 
to get formal *no9 tonight 


The aborted plan for financing the 


$33 million Chicago Bears football sta- 
dium at Arlington.Park Race Track- 
will be presented to the - Arlington 
Heights Village Board tonight. 


After hearing from its two profes- 


sional bond consultants, the board is 
expected to formally vote down the 
plan and end, at least for now, the 
issue of public financing for the sta- 
dium. 


The plan, worked out by John Nu- 


veen and Smith, Barney, Chicago 
bond consultants, reportedly called 
for Arlington Heights to issue $24 mil- 
lion in revenue bonds backed up by a 
pledge of all village -revenue except 
local property taxes. 


A secondary bond issue of $9 million 


was to be', backed by Madison Squnre 
Garden Corp., owner of Arlington 
Park, and the Bears. 


A PROPOSAL , to underwrite the 


bulk of the $9 million Issue by selling 
bonds to Bears season ticket holders 
was never accepted by the Bears 
management and is believed to be one 
of the principal stumbling blocks in 
the financing negotiations. 


Although the plan was never agreed 


to by the parties, it was reportedly 
the only feasible way the stadium 
could have been financed in today's 
bond market. 


Last month, Village Pres. James T. 


Ryan announced that stadium financ- 
ing-plans were being postponed in- 
definitely largely because of high in- 
terest rates on municipal bonds 
stemming from New York City's fi- 
nancial crisis. 


Also on tonight's agenda is dis- 


cussion of the possibility of lowering 
the zoning on the Magnus Farm prop- 
erty, 801E. Central Rd. 


THE COOK COUNTY board cur- 


rently Is considering a comprehensive 
plan for the county which includes 
new zoning maps for unincorporated 
land. 
• 


Trustee Madeline Schrocdcr has 


said there is a possibility the county 
would change the multi-family zoning 
classification* now on the' Magnus 
Farm to a category that would be 
more compatible with the single-fami- 
ly houses around the large tract of 
land. There Is no current plan to de- 
velop Magnus Farm, which is now a 
nursing home. 


At its last meeting, the board asked 


village administrators to research the 
history of the Magnus Farm's zoning 
and to report tonight.

Susan Lark vowed three months 


ago that she would walk again by 
October and last week she kept 
that promise. 
•< 


Outfitted with an artlflcal left 


leg and crutches, the 11-year-old 
victim of bone marrow cancer 
swung herself slowly, across the 
room. She listened quietly as her 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Dana Lark, 
formerly of Arlington Heights, 
spoke of family tragedy and the 
overwhelming response of friends 
and strangers., • 


"When something tragic hap- 


pens, you think you're by your- 
self. It's surprising the' courage 
you get knowing people are be- 
hind you. You don't feel on your 
own," Mrs. Lark said. 


SUSAN'S LEFT LEG was am- 


putated just above the knee in 
early July. Her family, faced 
months of uncertainty and mental 
anguish because of the.disease 
and its possible consequences. 
They also faced-a financial bur-, 
den — Lark had just started a 
new job and the family bad no 
hospltalization insurance. 


Three months later, the outlook 


is much brighter. Doctors say now 
there is no sign of more^ cancer 
and Susan's chances for recovery 
are "very good," Mrs. Lark said. 


"The doctors tell us there is an 


80 per cent chance of a cure* with 
this treatment. They said three 
years ago, we would have had to 
just sit and pray and hope," she 
said. 


The Larks also are financially 


solvent — the $10,247 collected for 
Susan's medical expenses has 
covered the cost of her hospital- 
ization and treatment. Lark Said 
there may even be a surplus 
which he plans to donate to North-' 
west Community Hospital for can-. 
cer research. 


"We .would like to thank all the 


people who came to help. Some 
•people just wrote letters and sent 
"Qonations to the fund," he said. 
. THE LARKS have compiled a 
long list of donors — the Arlington 
Vista Homeowners Assni, the 
Holy 'Ghost Knights of Columbus, 
Palatine Masonic Lodge 314, .Wil- 
liam Kimpel and the staffs at his • 
two restaurants and British 


friends of the family. 


But Mrs. Lark said the support 


of strangers and anonymous do- 
nors was equally appreciated.

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House panel ponders tax changes 


by DQN PHILLIPS 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Thirty-sfac 


men and one woman sit In judgment 
. this week on a big portion of your fi- 
nancial future. 


After several weeks of writing a 


major tax bill, the House Ways and 
Means Committee has reached the 
point at which it must answer ques- 
tions that eventually could touch al- 
most every individual and business 
in America. 


The committee already has made 


several decisions affecting individ- 
uals, but none of them are of the 
sweeping nature of this week's sched- 


ule,,except for an extension of child 
care' expense deductions to almost ev- 
eryone who must pay a babysitter or 
day care center in order to work. 


Some answers will be easy. For in- 


stance, 1975'income tax reductions 
will be extended into 1976 almost with- 
out question, although it is uncertain 
whether they will be expanded. 


EVEN IF the committee's vol- 


uminous tax 'bill becomes bogged 
down in the House or—more likely— 
the Senate, some way will be found to 
extend these tax cuts. 


However, other answers are harder, 


and these are the ones which will have 


a greater long-range effect on every- 
one's financial future. 


On Tuesday, for example, the com- 


mittee is scheduled to debate propos- 
als lumped under the disarming title, 
"simplification of the tax return." 


This issue promises to be anything 


but simple because simplification 
would be brought about by eliminat- 
ing or scaling back some of the most 
popular of individual tax deductions. 
In return, everyone would receive a 
new flat deduction called a "sim- 
plification deduction." 


The current deduction for state and 


local taxes on gasoline would be elim- 


inated, as would the exclusion of the 
first $100 of dividends. Medical deduc- 
tions would be curtailed by eliminating 
the deduction for half of medical in- 
surance premiums and by raising 
from 3 per cent of gross income to 5 
per cent the amount of medical ex- 
penses the individual must pay before 
receiving the deduction. 


NUMEROUS OTHER deductions 


could be changed, such as the one for 
alimony which now goes only to those 
who itemize deductions. One proposal 
would give the alimony deduction to 
those who use the short form and take 
the standard deduction.

Township Hall are being finalized by 
township and architectural represen- 
tatives before construction begins this 
winter. 


The preliminary plans outline the 


general placement of township and so- 
cial service agency offices in a two- 
story, colonial-stylo building that will 
be' constructed at 1620 N. Arlington 
Heights Rd. 


Most of the social service agencies 


that receive annual federal revenue- 
shoring funds from the township will 
be given rent-free office space in the 
new $650,000 town hall. 


The first floor of the building, which 


is 7,384 square feet, will include the 
township's administrative offices, for 
the supervisor, clerk, assessor and ac- 
countant. The township's committee 
on youth and the aged, and general 
assistance offices also will be located 
there. 


A MULTI-PURPOSE room in tlie 


northwest corner of the first floor will 
provide meeting and recreation space 
for all community organizations, said 
Ethel Kolerus, township supervisor. 


The room will Include kitchen facil- 


ities and moveablo partitions so that 


different groups can use the room si- 
multaneously. There will be a min- 
imal fee to use the room on a reserva- 
tion basis, Mrs. Kolerus said, to cover 
janitorial upkeep. 


The second floor of the town hall 


will bo occupied by Northwest Mental 
Health, Shelter Inc., Grant-House: 
Youth Services Bureau in Wheeling 
and the Salvation Army Counseling 
Service. The town hall will serve as 
the main headquarters for these or- 
ganizations, although some will con- 
tinue to operate outpost centers in 
other parts of the township, Mrs. Ko* 
Icrus sold. 


Most of the social service agencies 


will have office, counseling and stor- 
age space available. 


The basement of (he new facility 


will include storage space and an 
equipment room with copiers and off- 
set machines that will be used and 
maintained by all of the agencies in 
the townhall, she said. 


THE ENTRANCE to the town hall 


will be on the east side of the build- 
ing, off of Arlington Heights Road, 
and parking for a maximum 63 cars 
will be to the west of the town hall. 


Township officials and James Mil- 


ton Ray, an Arlington Heights archi- 
tect who has been contracted for the 
project, are working on details for the 
design and determining what mate- 
rials should be used in construction, 
Mrs, Kolerus said. 


The Village of Arlington Heights has 


rezoned the-property and approved 
the building plans.' The township must 
only apply to the village for a building 
permit to begin construction. 


"We feel that this is a way of doing 


something lasting with our revenue- 
sharing funds for the entire commu- 
nity whether the program continues 
or not," Mrs. Kolerus said. 
N 


Mrs. Kolerus said maintenance of 


the new town hall and continued fi- 
nancial assistance to the social ser- 
vice agencies there will not create a 
financial burden on township resi- 
dents. 


A SLIGHT Increase hi the town- 


ship's tax levy may eventually be 
needed to help cover costs, she said. 


Each agency in the town hall will be 


billed for the cost of utilities. The ex- 
terior grounds of the town hall will 
"probably be maintained" by the 
township highway department, she 
said. 


"I don't know that we will need a 


great growth in our present staff. We 
will need one more person to help out 
with the senior citizens programs, but 
that's really all," Mrs.'Kolerus said. 


"The new programs and services 


we can start if we have the additional 
space are limitless. We're very anx- 
ious to move into the facility next fall, 
but we haven't even cracked ground 
yet," she said. 


"It takes time, but we're getting 


there."

In return, everyone would receive a 
new flat deduction called a "sim- 
plification deduction." 


Thelcurrent deduction for state and 


local taxes on gasoline would be elim- 
inated, as would the exclusion of the 
first $100 of dividends. Medical deduc- 
tions would be curtailed by eliminating 
the deduction for half of medical, in- 
surance . premiums and by 'raising 
from 3 per cent of gross income to>5 
per cent the amount of medical, ex- 
penses the individual must pay before 
receiving the deduction, 


NUMEROUS ' OTHER deductions 


could be changed, such as the one for 
alimony which now goes only to those 
who itemize deductions. One proposal 
would ;glve the alimony deduction to 
those who use the short form and take 
the standard deduction.
